HELP ARRIVE& 


The arrival ol help served to in- 


spire courage among Waterburyians, 
but still the fire continued its work 
of devastation. Meanwhile thieves 
took advantage of deserted houses, 
and it became necessary to order out 
the militia, aud two companies of 
the second regiment, A and O, were 
quickly on duty* Before midnight 
more than a whole city block had 
been laid in ruins and there seemed 
to be no end to the work of havoc. 
Just as the firemen seemed about to 
stamp out the fire it would break 
out again in another place. 


At 2:30 a. m. twenty handsome 


blocks, occupied on lower, floors by 
stores and on upper floors by tene- 
ments and of&Ces, were in ruins. 


At 3 a. m. the firemen seemed to 


be gaining control of the fire. 


ANOTHEB OUTBREAK. 


An hour later many citizens had 


withdrawn to their homes, only to 
be thrown into renewed panic by 
another outbreak, this time in the 
Scoville house,"adjacent to the city 
hall. This fire, it is stated, originat- 
ed in the billiard room and is sur- 
rounded with mystery. Within two 
hours the hotel, with other nearby 
buildings had been gutted. ' The 
firemen continued their work and at 
6:30 had begun to again secure the 
upper hand. 


It was not until 10 o'clock, how- 


ever, that it was definitely felt that 
the fire Had been conquered, 
The 


Scoville house 
and the Pranklin 


house ruins were still bl&sing land 
ia the ruined district volumes of 
smoke arose from the debris. 


The loss by (the burning of the 


Scoville- house will readh $150,000. 
There are rumors of incendiarism in 
connection with the burning of this 
property. 'Fox A time the fire threat- 
ened to spread from the Scoville 
'house to the city hall, but that beau- 
tiful and costly structure was saved.

THE ATJTOPSY. 


Dr. Bricker gave the following

'night. He had two gunshot wounds 
on the right side in the region of the 
liver, the bulleits passing up and 
around the body and did no damage. 
>They were removed on Saturday, A 
gullet wound was found in the roof 
,of the mouth, bat it was slight and 
would not have caused death. 
This 


wound was inflicted by himself with 
the evident intention of committing 
suicide. 


"In all Jack was suffering 
from 


nine wounds, but excepting the one 
that penetrated the kidney nc-ne of 
them would have been fatal, Ed's 
terrible sufferings were caused by a 
bullet wound that struck him on the 
left breast, about *ui inch and a 
half to the light of the nipple, and 
passed down between the fourth and 
fifth ribs to the left of the heart and 
through the lung. This wound was 
made by Ed himself. 
The powder 


marks are visible on the skin. Death 
was caused by internal hemorrhages 
and the man suffered untold agony to 
the la-st breath. 
Another wound 


found on his body was on the same 
side, about an inch from the left nip- 
ple, but the bullet strack the fourth 
rib, passed under the skin and did no 
damage. Both bullets found in Ed 
were 32-calibre and in the opinion of 
the doctors who held the -autopsy 
there is no doubt that he killed him- 
self."

Southwestern down Fairfleld avenue 
to Baker street, east on Baker to 
Ewing, north on Ewing to Pearl, 
east on Pearl to Harrison, north on 
Harrison to Columbia, east on Co- 
lumbia to Clinton, south on Clinton 
to Main, west on Main to Harrison, 
and thence north on Harrison to 
Pearl, forming a loop one square wide 
and two squares long. 
The line con- 


templates the use of the Foi-t Wayne 
Traction company's tracks on East 
Columbia street, which would be 
Double tracked, and the company's 
double tracks between Clinton and 
Calhoun, 
For this concession the 


Fort Wayne company should bs 
given a double track on West Main 
stre-et, as far as Broadway and should 
be giveri the benefit of the Clinton 
street loop, a concession it has long 
been striving for.

Promptly -at 9:30 this morning 


Sheriff Stout presented Charles Dunn 
in the circuit court room for sentence 
in accordance with the order of the 
court on the last day of the last term* 
There were few persons present at 
the time, the lobby being occupied by 
persons there to answer to summons 
to appear to answer in certain causes 
calendered for -today, and inside the 
enclosure there were less than half a 
dozen attorneys, aside from, counsel 
in the case. The prisoner walked to 
the same Beat he has so frequently oe 
cupied during the past five months 
and sat down facing the judge. 
There * was a slight buzz of excite- 
ment among the spectators as Dunii 
took his seat, wMch was speedily 
quelled by a peremptory* rap from 
Deputy Ryan's gavel. When abac* 
lute quiet had been restored Judge 
O'Rourke said that the motion in ar- 
rest of judgment made at the last 
term of court was overruled and di- 
rected the clerk to nfake the entry.

DECLARES HIS INNOCENCE.

The zero weather reached Fort 


Wayne closely following in the wake 
of the heaviest snow of the year, 
which arrived early Sunday morn- 
ing, reaching a depth of about six 
inches. It was Groundhog day, also, 
and if that animal did not get a 
glimpse of his shadow yesterday, he 
needs the attention of a competent 
occulist. The six weeks of winter 
which, according to the old tradi- 
tion ought to follow the result of the 
groundhog's investigations, was not 
long in getting down to business, 
for it started shortly after noon on 
Sun'day. 


.With the mercury at 23 degrees at 


I o'clock Sunday afternoon, there 
began a gradual, but persistent de- 
scent. By 8 o'clock Sunday evening 
there h'ad been a drop of more than 
20 degrees. At 9 o'clock the zero 
mark was reached; an hour later it 
was 3 below, and by 11 o'clock it 
was 1 degree worse. The readings of 
the thermometer at the office of the 
Fort Wayne Gas company today are 
as follows:

of the city lias been (totally inade- 
quate to do more than keep up an 
appearance of warmth that was but 
a hollow mockery.
